and butterfat production is 
one that few have discussed very 
fully, partly, perhaps, because of 
the rather hazy ideas that exist as to 
what the term really means; and 
perhaps even more because of the great 
amount of work required to figure out just who these - 
champions are. It seemed to the writer and to others that 
have discussed the question, that the most equitable 
manner of arriving at the solution of the problem is to 
find out an animal’s standing among all the producers of 
her class for milk production and her standing for butter- 
fat production, the total of the two indicating her proper 
standing for combined milk and butter, the totals to be 
arranged according to size, with, of course, the smallest 
first. For instance, in the 365- 
day division of the mature

compared with the Holstein rec- 
ords that none of them would 
appear either in the list of the 
first fifteen milk producers or in 
the list of the highest ten for milk 
and butter combined. True a few would 
appear in the list of the fifteen leading 
butter producers, but the milk is so low 
in all these cases that it would not change the final rating 
of the Holsteins to any great extent, and that, of course, is 
what interests us most. 

The world’s champions, then, for combined milk and 
butter in the various classes are as shown in the 
accompanying table.

Besides a 
report of the controversy this second volume of the Dutch- 
Friesian Herd Book contains a review of the origin and 
history of Dutch-Friesian cattle, written by Prof. G. J. Hen- 
gerveld, which was originally published in the Agricultural 
Report of Massachusetts for 1873. Also it contains a state- 
ment of the positions of the two associations in America at 
the time that the second volume of the Herd Book was 
issued.

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Putting New York State on the Map 


HERE can be no doubt now as to whether or not New 
| York State is on the map in a Holstein way following 
the annual meeting of the New York Holstein-Friesian 
Association last week, because everybody who attended 
actually saw the map, and a majority of them voted their 
approval of it. In our opinion the action taken in dis- 
tricting the state and summarily disregarding the consti. 
tution and by-laws of the Association, was hasty and ill- 
considered, and not in the best interest of the state asso- 
ciation. Regardless of the intrinsic merit of any plan for 
making the Board of Directors directly representative of 
all sections of the state, such a radical departure from the 
established order of things is not a matter to be entered into 
lightly or upon snap judgment. There had been little pre- 
vious discussion of the idea, publicly at least, except at the 
last meeting of the Board of Directors and Advisory Coun- 
cil where the question of a districting plan was brought 
up for discussion by President Noyes to determine the sen- 
timent in regard to such a plan, with the explanation that 
if a plan of this nature were to be put into effect the com- 
ing year action should be taken at that meeting in order 
to give the notice of amendment required by law. No sen- 
timent for a districting plan developed, and accordingly no 
action was taken. The actual map itself, we venture, had 
not previously been even seen by a dozen members present 
at the meeting. In short it was a one-man proposition clev- 
erly arranged to carry out the purposes of the author, and 
put over on the convention by an appeal to prejudice that 
we are satisfied would have been repudiated upon more 
mature refiection by a majority of the members who 
supported it. With the National meeting and Sale coming 
on the new Board will have plenty of matters demanding 
attention, but as a matter of sound policy we hope that be- 
fore the current year has ended they will appoint a com- 
mittee to go thoroughly into the matter and present a plan 
for the consideration of the membership that all may bu 
assured is the best and most equitable, and which, if after 
trial and investigation the districting idea still appeals, 
will give the members in the various districts an opportun- 
ity to participate in the selection of the men to represent 
them. In the meantime, members of the Association should 
continue to give it their active support, regardless of their 
views on the action taken at Rochester. The Association 
is bigger than any single individual or “bunch”. It means 
a great deal to every Holstein breeder in the state, and 
just because there is a difference of opinion as to how it 
should be run, is no reason for any breeder who has the 
interests of the industry at heart, to sit back in the traces 
or attempt to throw a monkey wrench into the machinery.

The growth of 
our state organization work is rendering available for pros- 
pective buyers in nearly all of the more populous Holstein 
territory a responsible, impartial service that should elim. 
inate much of this objectionable practice. We believe that 
the industry as a whole is making progress along the line 
of improved business standards, but there is room for more 
improvement. Economic conditions as well as a Wider 
knowledge of breeding and dairying problems on the part 
of the public are making it more difficult to sell pedigreed 
scrubs. The public is showing more discrimination, and it 
is a good thing for the industry that this is so. These 
drones might far better be sent to the butcher than passed 
along for someone to attempt to make money from as a 
breeding proposition. 

Under present conditions in the dairy industry, and 
with the public displaying a proper degree of discrimina- 
tion, it will appear more profitable to cull out the misfits 
and let somebody eat them, and the transaction, so far as 
the breed is concerned, will all be on the credit side of the 
ledger. Many breeders, we are glad to say, make it a 
point to take special care of the beginner, and to see that 
he gets his money’s worth and that he buys what he ought 
to have. Such transactions build good will and lay the 
foundation for continued business relations that will be 
mutually profitable. And instead of making him want to 
swear whenever pure bred cattle are mentioned to him, 
you have a man who is an asset to the business. For the 
good of all concerned, let’s take care of the beginner the 
best we know how.

The Cover—A Beginner Who Started Right 


é IGHTEEN months ago Wade H. Woodworth, pro- 
E prietor of Wadewood Farm, Evansville, Wis., was 
breeding and raising scrubby red cattle. Today he 

has one of the finest small herds of purebred Holsteins in 
the country. It all came about through a conversation be- 
tween Mr. Woodworth and Mr. F. B. Green of the AlfaKorn 
Farms Co. One day he started to tell Mr. Woodworth 
about the loss that he was taking every day that he did 
not have a purebred sire on his farm and the talk grad- 
ually drifted to the wonderful results that could be ob- 
tained if he would not only purchase a purebred sire, but 
also a few very choice animals for foundation stock. Afte, 
much consideration, for Mr. Woodworth is not the kind of 
aman that leaps before he looks, he bought eleven head, 
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a bull and ten springer heifers. To prove that he started 
right turn back to the front cover illustration. The animal 
in the foreground is a granddaughter of Pontiac Korh- 
dyke and has a well balanced pedigree. Further back are 
four half sisters out of one of the high record sires of the 
breed. The others are of royal breeding and they were 
all in calf to sires with 25 lb. backing or better. The herd 
sire is not in the picture but he is out of a 28-lb. dam and 
sired by the famous bull, Finderne Pride Johanna Korn- 
dyke, is a good individual and well marked. “Wade” is 
seen at the right of the picture holding the first heifer calf 
from his foundation stock, and by the way, EVERY calf 
has been a nicely marked heifer but one, and that one 
was sold to a neighbor before it was a month old for $50. 
So you see that in eighteen short months Mr. Woodworth 
has declared himself strongly in the ranks of progressive 
Holstein breeders and now has a herd of nineteen females. 
This transition from an ordinary breeder of scrubs to a 
REAL breeder of purebred Holsteins was accomplished 
without and great outlay of money. Mr. Woodworth 
merely sold off his scrubs and put the money into a few 
good springers and in a very short time the herd had 
doubled for him without any increase in the original in- 
vestment.

Carnation Heifer Breaks Yearly Milk 
Record For Year 


If you will take a pencil and paper 
and multiply the age of the earth by 
the number of dairy cows born per 
year, you will see that Carnation Mat- 
ador Nora has performed quite a feat 
in being the first senior yearling to 
produce 20,885.7 lbs. of milk in 365 
days. The former record was 20.859.7 
Ibs. by Woodcrest Colantha Pietje—a 
record that has stood. 

And in the show-ring she has been 
beaten by but one animal, namely, 
Carnation Matador Mutual Clothtilde, 
her half-sister, who just broke the 305 
day record for both butter and milk, 
and was Grand Champion at the 1920 
Pacific International. 

Carnation Matador Nora has in the 
past year produced 20,885.7 Ibs. of milk 


and 842.4 lbs. of butter, and she is only 
a baby. 

She freshened shortly after her tri- 
umphal march to the 1919 f'acifie In- 
ternational, at the age of one year, 
eleven months and twenty days. 


She is one of the most persistent 
milkers developed by the Carnation 
Stock Farms, and is a niece of ths 
world’s champion cow, Segis Pietertje 
Prospect, who produced 37,384.1 lbs. of 
milk last year.

After 
the meeting all of these men who were present personally 
pledged Mr. Bigler their support for the Association. 

if we are to continue in existence as a state organization. 

The meeting was the largest in the history of state or- 
ganization work, 751 members being present or directly 
represented by delegates. About 175 members were pres- 
ent personally. 

After completing the roll-call, and the reading of the 
minutes of the preceding meeting, the reports of the offi- 
cers were listened to with much interest. H. V. Noyes 
gave an informal report on the work of the Association, 
and particularly concerning his own work as president. 
His effort, he said, had been to impress upon the breeders 
of the state the necessity of putting our house in order 
and that he had emphasized the need of progress along 
three lines. These were, the adoption of higher standards 
of business ethics in connection with the Holstein industry; 
second, the necessity of taking measures to control tuber- 
culosis and other diseases; and third getting back to the 
old standard of individuality as the basis for selection. He 
reported on the prcgress of accredited herd work in the 
state, and also concerning the activities of the association 
in selecting New York’s quota for the National Sale and in 
promoting the State Sale. E. R. Zimmer gave a splendid 
address on the work of his office during the past year, 
with many sound recommendations for future activities. 
Among other recommendations we may mention a private 
sale service through the medium of the county organiza- 
tions; a committee to handle complaints and adjust dis- 
putes between members and others; a show herd to repre- 
sent the state around the southern fair circuit in 1921; a 
more complete membership booklet in circulation, etc. The 
receipts during the past year included 12,471.71 from mem- 
berships, and $3691.74 from the St. Paul Sale. The activ- 
ities of the Association used up practically all of the funds, 
the principle expenditures being for advertising, salaries, 
printing, travel expense, postage, and the promotion of the 
state sale. The treasurer’s report covered the details of 
the same figures. Both will appear in full in these col- 
umns. After Francis Jones, as chairman of the Auditing 
Committee, had reported everything regular and in order, 
the reports were accepted without discussion. 

Under the head of new business F. T. Price introduced 
a resolution placing the Association squarely on record in 
favor of the program of tuberculosis eradication under the 
accredited herd plan, and which urged our legislators to 
provide adequate appropriations for carrying on the work. 
This was unanimously adopted. Following is the text of 
the resolution: 


WHEREAS the tuberculosis eradication work now being con- 
ducted in cooperation between the Federal Bureau of Animal 
Industry and the State of New York is of vital importance to 
the dairy and live stock interests and to the securing of a 
healthful and clean milk supply, and 

WHEREAS approximately 1600 herd owners are cooper- 
ating under this movement and hundreds of applications are on 
file requesting the immediate inspection of these herds, and 

WHEREAS this constructive work is now being carried on 
in forty-five states rendering it highly important that New York 
keep pace in the prosecution of this work. 

RESOLVED that the New York Holstein-Friesian Associa- 
tion representing the 6,000 Ho'stein breeders of New York Satte 
request the Governor and Legislature of the State of New York 
to appropriate sufficient funds to carry on this work, also 

RESOLVED that the present law known as article 5 A, of 
the Agricultural Law relating to the diseases of domestic ani- 
mals be permitted to stand as enacted, because of its import- 
ance to the successful prosecution of this work, and 

RESOLVED that a copy of this resolution be forwarded to 
the Governor of New York, the chairman of the Finance and 
Agricultural Committees of the Senate, the chairman of the 
Ways and Means committees and the Agricultural Committee 
of the Assembly, and 

RESOLVED that due notice of this action be brought to 
the attention of Congressman Walter W. Magee and others of 
the United States Senaté and House of Representatives who are 
interested in securing for breeders of this country the proper 
Federal appropriation for this work. 


R. E. Chapin offered a resolution in regard to the mem- 
bership fee for the coming year, which after discussion 
and amendment, was fina!ly adopted in the form following, 
unanimously and with applause: 


Resolved that Article 5, section 3 of the by-laws shall 
be amended as follows:

The Annual Dinner and Banquet 


At the Hotel Rochester, Rochester, N. Y., nearly three 
hundred Holstein breeders and their friends banqueted 
the evening of January 11th, after the annual meeting, And 
for the benefit of those who could not be there, we tell you 
that we had Some Feed and SOME TIME. 

The retiring president, H. V. Noyes, was the toast: 
master and after a few opening remarks, he introduced 
the representative of the Rochester Chamber of Com 
merce, Libanus M. Todd, who welcomed the Association 
and friends to the city and urged them to imbibe the Roch. 
ester spirit of cooperation and carry it into their business 
dealings and their state and national association activi 
ties. 

The speaker of the evening was W. F. Schilling of 
Northfield, Minn., president of the Twin Cities Milk Pro 
ducers’ Association, formerly a director of the National Hol 
stein-Friesian Association and a veteran Minnesota Hol 
stein breeder. Mr. Schilling, it will be remembered by 
readers of the World, was backed by his friends for the 
nomination for governor of his state last fall. The toast 
master introduced him as a member of the Northfield Com- 
munity which he presently explained by telling of the co 
operative spirit of the breeders and milk producers of 
Northfield. 

Mr. Schilling, told of the succcess of the Twin City 
Milk Producers and of the breeders and dairymen located 
around Northfield. He commended the animals assembled 
to be sold in the first state sale of the New York breeders. 
He said that thirty million pounds of butter and butter 
substitutes had been imported into the United States dur 
ing the past year and urged the members and the New 
York State Holstein-Friesian Association to inform legit 
lators at Washington that they required a temporary “milk, 
butter and cheese plank” in the tariff bill now pending ia 
Congress and he recommended immediate action. 

Telling of the success of co-operative marketing in Min 
nesota, Mr. Schilling urged the Holstein breeders of New 
York State to get back of the pooling movement of the 
Dairymen’s League and to do what they could to stabilize 
the dairymen’s market for the products he has to sell. He 
called attention to the fact that the breeders market for 
purebred Holsteins was largely dependent upon the dairy 
men and that, if the products the dairymen had to sell 
could not demand a ready market at a living and even pay 
ing price, the dairyman could not and would not buy the 
stock offered by breeders of purebred Holstein-Friesians. 
The speaker said that President-elect Harding was elected 
upon a co-operative marketing platform and that, if the 
farmers did not take advantage of their present opportu 
ity neither their sons nor grandsons might have 80 favor 
able an opportunity to get their rightful share of the 
the consumer pays. _

and made an earnest appeal for higher trade ethics and 
for the co-operation of the New York State breeders of 
purebreds in the efforts of the state and national author- 
ities to wipe out tuberculosis and other diseases. 

Frank Everson, of Lake Mills, Wisconsin, also em- 
phasized the need for trade ethics, and commended the 
individuality of the animals gathered together for the State 
Sale. He said he knew New York State was on the map 
because he saw Mr. Bigler, the newly elected President of 
the New York State Association make over the map of New 
York State that day. 

M. S. Prescott, of the World staff, also stressed the in- 
terdependence of Holstein breeding and the dairymen’s 
work and markets. He assured the members of the new 
board of directors that the World was ever and always 
ready to cooperate with them in any movement that would 
advance the interests of the breeders of purebred Holstein- 
Friesians, both state and national. 

Nearly three hundred were in attendance, the closest 
attention was paid the speakers, and the occasion was a 
notable event in New York State Holstein history. 


The following evening a very enjoyable smoker and 
vaudeville entertainment was provided for the visiting 
breeders by the Tri-County Holstein Club. Western New 
York apples and smokes were provided to put everyone in 
the right frame ot mind to enjoy the program. Following 
the smoker a conference on the next National Sale was 
held, representatives from the other states participating, 
with the new Board of Directors and several members of 
the old Board who had special information on the subject. 
No definite action was taken as to quotas, etc., it being the 
purpose of the conference simply to get together the ideas 
of the different organizations that are expected to cooper- 
ate in making the coming National Sale an event worthy 
of those that have preceded it in the series.

The report called attention to those pre 
New England. States, taken as a whole, ranked thine 
Holstein Center in the United States, having very close to 
30,000 purebred Holstein-Friesian cattle, owned approxi- 
mately by 3,000 persons. Thus it was shown that New 
England was out-distanced by only New York and Wiscon. 
sin as to number of purebred Holsteins. The importance 
of organizing the owners of New England Holsteins into 
a strong representative business association for education. 
al and commercial purposes was brought forcefully and 
clearly to the attention of all. 

The detailed steps taken in getting ready for the cam- 
paign, the fine co-operation of the State Departments of 
Agriculture, State Colleges of Agriculture, and particularly 
of the County Agents throughout New England were men- 
tioned. The Campaign which began October 20, 1920 at 
Bellows Falls and Brattleboro, Vermont, continued through 
a series of forty-five meetings covering each of the siz 
New England States and finished at Pittsfield, Massa 
chusetts, December 9, 1920. These meetings were address- 
ed by Presidentt D. D Aitken, Mr. R. C. Pollock and Prof. 
W. M. Rider all representing the Extension Service of the 
National Association. Secretary Houghton also attended 
and spoke at some of the meetings in Vermont and New 
Hampshire. There were also present at many of the 
meetings representatives of the State College of Agricul 
ture and the Department of Agriculture. The ultimate re 
sult of this series of meetings was to secure applicants for 
membership into the New England Holstein-Friesian Club 
to the number of about 470 and to raise a fund of $21,000 
with which to help carry on the activities of this organiza- 
tion for a period of covering the next three years. 

After hearing this report and fully discussing ways and 
means as to how best to take the steps necessary to admit 
these new applicants to membership, it was unanimously 
voted to accept them. This being done the Chairman then 
requested the reading of the proposed Constitution which 
had been prepared by Prof. Rider. This was read and met 
with very favorable consideration. It was then voted to 
recess until the following morning to meet at 10:00 A. M., 
Room 489, State House, Boston, a meeting place which had 
been secured through the fine co-operation given the New 
England Holstein Club by Prof. Camburn of the Dairy 
Division, Massachusetts State Department of Agriculture. 
This meeting of January 5th was attended by about ninety 
Holstein breeders and.all seemed desirous of doing every: 
thing possible to bring about a strong representative organ 
ization, and to have formulated by its Board of Directors a 
program for the year’s work which would result in benefit 
to all the members of this Association. President Stil. 
well, after calling the meeting to order, stated that the 
first order of business was the election of officers and en 
tertained nominations for President. Judge F. M. ae 
of Cheshire, Connecticut, Secretary of the Connecticut H 
stein Association received the first nomination and a 
unanimously elected President. Prof. T. E. Elder of Moun 
Hermon, Massachusetts, President of the Maseechon 
Holstein Association was elected Secretary and L. sane 
Intire of East Waterford, Maine, the Treasurer.

Michigan’s Annual Meeting and Banquet

stein-Friesian Association since its organization on a 

business basis with a full-time secretary was held at 
the Michigan Agricultural College at East Lansing, January 
12th. The association was reported as in good financial 
condition and with splendid prospects for the ensuing year. 
A new constitution and by-laws were adopted at this meet- 
ing. In the absence of President Dudley E. Waters, the 
meeting was called to order by M. W. Wentworth, vice- 
president, and the minutes of preceding meetings of the 
association and directors were read by Secretary Jenkins. 
In the absence of Treasurer Munsell, who was representins 
the state association at the New York State meeting, the 
secretary delivered a report on the finances of the associa- 
tion, showing that they had on hand at the present time, 
$5672.97, with all bills paid. 

The President’s address, read by Mr. Wentworth, was 
heard with interest and the association learned that during 
the year the membership had been increased from 250 to 
725. This number shou'd be increased great'y as there are 
in Michigan no less than 2500 breeders of pure bred Hol- 
steins with an average of about ten head each. 

Mr. Waters in his address alluded to the great increase 
in official testing, the number of seven-day tests in Mich- 
igan being raised from 799 in 1919 to 1170 in 1920 and the 
average raised from 15.6 Ibs. fat and 439.3 Ibs. milk in 1919 
to 15.96 lbs. fat and 440.3 lbs. milk in 1920. During the year 
34 records above 24 Ibs. fat (30 lbs. butter) were revorted 
and nine above 700 Ibs. milk including records of 842 and 
820 Ibs. milk, made by a mother and daugbter in the herd 
of H. D. Box & Sons at Lansing. Long time testing in- 
creased 155 per cent during the year, the most notable 
record being the 30000-lb. record made by Flint Pauline, 
owned by G. L. Spillane & Son at Flint. 

Reference was made to the project sponsored by Mr. 
Waters of sending pure bred bulls to France, 70 of Mich. 
gan’s quota of 100 having already been contributed. These 
bulls are to be between the ages of six and eighteen 
months, registered and good individuals. 


He also spoke of the work of tubercu'osis eradication 
in Michigan and we learned that there are now 425 pure 
bred Ho!stein herds in Michigan under state and Federal 
suvervision. of which 137 have made the accredited list, 
a like number having passed one clean test. 

We learned that there are 20 active county and district 
Holstein clubs in Michigan. 


H. W. Norton, Jr., the field secretary during the nast 
year, reported on the progress made by the organization. 
He told of the series of summer meetings held last sum- 
mer when as many as fifty or sixty automobile loads of 
Holstein enthusiasts visited the various herds in different 
counties. 

Secretary Norton svoke of the need of more cooperation 
between the local associations and the state association, 
and promised the aid of the state organization in promot- 
ing new local clubs. 

He urged the breeders to take more interest in showing 
at the fairs and expressed a hope that a large number of 


‘i HE first regular annual meeting of the Michigan Hol- 


county herds would come out at the state fair so that a 
good state exhibit could be selected for the national, 

He. too, referred to the tuberculosis situation announcing 
that Michigan now stands second for number of pure bred 
Ho’stein herds that are fully accredited. Of the 1909 
head tested in the state during the past year, only 2% per 
cent reacted. There were 22 meetings held in the recent 
accredited herd campaign. He reported that six public 
sales had been held under the auspices of the state associa- 
tion at which 337 head sold for an average of over $403. 
In the future two state sales will be held each year—i 
May and October, also numerous county and district sales 
The state organization will also assist in private sa'es and 
will publish a “sales list” at regu’ar intervals, charging a 
commission of 5 per cent for sales made in this way. A 
breeders’ directory will also be ccmpiled by the secretary's 
office. Norton spoke of the publicity Michigan breeders 
were receiving through the page of Michigan Holstein 
notes published monthly in the Holstein-Friesian World 
and urged the breeders to send in news from their herds 

An anti-scrub campaign is planned and it is probable 
that a “Holstein sire train” will be sent into that part of 
the state where Holsteins are few. The train will consist 
of a lecture car, including moving pictures, an exhibit car 
of feeds and another illustrating proper care of milk and 
importance of milk, and a car of bulls to be traded for 
serub sires. A few good cows will be included for exhi 
bition purposes. ; ‘ 

The Michigan Central and Pennsylvania Railroads will 
furnish and orerate the trains—the College will furnish 
the sneakers ard the breeders will furnish the bulls. 

Secretary Norton urged a good attendance of Mich. 
gan breeders at the annual convention of the Nationa 
Association ard the National Cooperative Sale at Syracts 
N. Y., next June. 7 

A constitution and set of by-'aws were adonted af‘er 
ceensiderable discussion.

Glover Addresses Meeting 


The principal address at the afternoon session was 
made by A. J. Glover, of Wisconsin, who was heard with 
considerable interest. Breeders of pure bred cattle, he 
said,have a great responsibility to agriculture, their high- 
est duty being improvement of the breed. 

Mr. Glover attacked the old question of “cost plus a 
profit” with much ferver, showing the fallacy of attempting 
to upset the law of supply and demand, and referred to the 
activities of the Bolsheviki and the I. W. W. as exponents 
of the cost plus a profit theory. 

He emphasized the need of cooperation which, he said, 
means an opportunity to work together. Breeding better 
cattle and using more efficient methods of production will 
bring success to the dairymen if all pull together. 

The Banquet 

A splendid banquet was served the evening preceding 
the meeting, at the Plymouth Congregational church par- 
lors, and after a royal feast of oyster stew, roast pork and 
all “the trimmin’s” an interesting and entertaining pro- 
gram was enjoyed. Through an “unfortunate mistake (?)” 
two toast masters had been invited to take charge of the 
program, and the way those two—Messrs. Hays and An- 
drews—worked together kept the banqueters convulsed 
with laughter. 

The speakers were John Bazley of Ypsilanti, who spoke 
on Business Methods in Black and White; Mrs. F. R. Mc- 
Donel of Lansing, on Holsteins from the Woman’s View 
Point; M. W. Willard, Grand Rapids, on Holsteins in West 
Michigan; Harry Boardman of Jackson on Success and 
Failures of 1920. 

Dr. H. H. Halliday, commissioner of Animal Industry, 
spoke on Opportunities for 1921 and discussed the subject 
nearest his heart, the tuberculosis situation.

Michigan Accredited Herd Campaign 


W. NORTON, JR. Michigan Field Sec.

HE accredited herd campaign 
‘i which started December 7th has 

made excellent progress and 
nineteen meetings had been held up 
to the first of January, including meet- 
ings at Flint, Lapeer, Mount Clemens, 
Saginaw, Bay City, Sandusky, Owosso, 
Howell, Ypsilanti, Ida, Plymouth, 
Jackson, Hillsdale, Hudson, Adrian, 
Marshall, Hastings, Farmington, and 
Galien. Two other meetings during 
this time, one at Caro and the other 
at Holland, were postponed, lateness 
of trains making it impossible to meet 
the schedules. These will undoubtedly 
be held at some later date, and a num- 


ber of other meetings will be 
scheduled during January. 
Local arrangements are being 


handled by the Farm Bureaus and 
county Holstein organizations, where 
such exist, and in counties which are 
not fortunate enough to have local or- 
ganizations, individual breeders ar- 
range for the meetings. Dr. T. S. Rich, 
Federal Inspector in charge of Tuber- 
culosis Eradication in Michigan, and 
H. H. Halladay, State Commissioner 
of Animal Industry, have been the 
principal speakers at the meetings, as- 
sisted by H. E. Dennison, of Owosso, 
S. H. Munsell, of Howell, and Field 
Secretary Norton. 

The work of controlling and eradi- 
cating tuberculosis under the _ state 
and federal accredited herd plan has 
gained great headway in Michigan 
since its inception in 1917, but limited 
funds have prevented such develop- 
ment as we should like to see. This 
method of protecting the health of the 
herds has met with almost universa: 
approval among the breeders of pure 
bred cattle, and if sufficient funds 
were available so that the work could 
be pushed, the breeders would almost 
without exception be glad to place 
their herds under supervision. Such 
being the case, it is up to the Michigan 
cattle breeders to see to it that the 
legislature which convenes in January 
makes a liberal appropriation for this 
‘work. Holsteins are by far the most 
numerous of any of the breeds of cat- 
tle in Michigan and two-thirds of all 
the herds now under supervision in 
the state are black and white, and for 
this reason it devolves upon the Hol- 
stein breeders in particular to make a 
determined effort to have the budget 
for this work put through as proposed. 

Michigan Holsteins have long been 
recognized throughout the courtry as 
being exceptionally free from this dis- 
ease and Michigan breeders must do 
everything possible to protect their 
herds and keep up the revutation. The 
recent report of the United States 
Government shows that Michigan 


stands well toward the top among the 
states as regards the number of pure 
bred Holsteins in 


accredited herds, 





and the records for the first eleven 
months of 1920 show that less than 
two and one-half per cent of all cat- 
tle tested in Michigan under state and 
federal supervision have reacted to 
the test—truly a remarkable showing. 
Everything points to the fact that we 
can eradicate the disease in Michigan 
with a comparatively small loss if we 
take advantage of the situation. So 
let’s all get busy and make a deter- 
mined effort before it gets a firm foot- 
hold. It is a matter of economy and 
good business to act now and save 
greater losses in the future, and every 
breeder of Holsteins or any other kind 
of cattle should support this measure. 


Show Cattle in Michigan Must be 
Tested 


Under a general order issued by 
Commissions of Animal Industry, H. 
H. Halladay early in 1920, all cattle 
exhibited at fairs in Michigan must 
be acccmpanied by tubercu'in § test 
charts showing a clean test within six 
months of time of exhibition. 

There was some misunderstanding 
in regard to this regulation last fall, 
and whi'e it was enforced at all the 
larger fairs, it was not followed out 
at a number of the smaller county 
fairs. The Commissioner has already 
announced that this regulation will 
be strictly enforced at Michigan fairs 
in 1921 and it is well that it should be. 

Showing at fairs where the test is 
not required is a common source of 
infection and this requirement should 
be made general throughout the coun- 
try. Everything possible should be 
done to encourage owners of healthy 
herds to exhibit their cattle at the 
fairs, as this is without question one 
of the best methods of stimuating in- 
terest in better live stock. The ma- 
jority of the high class herds of this 
state are already under supervision, 
and this regulation should prove a 
great stimulus to the cattle shows of 
the state, as breeders who had clean 
herds hesitated to take them out on 
the circuit and run the risk of ex- 
posure. 

This hazard will be almost entirely 
removed for the next fair season in 
the fall of 1921, so make plans accord- 
ingly. 


Hansen-Chase Dispersal

Chase dispersal sale on November

well considering the condition they 
showed. and the importance of having 
them fitted for sale was very evident.

Mr. Gibson will be remembered 
as the man who developed Woodcrest 
Dora De Kol and her famous family, 
later brought to Michigan by Mr. Pel- 
letier as the foundation of the Pelle- 
tier herd. Mr. Gibson made his selec- 
tions near Lansing, buying only from 
herds under supervision, and took 
some very fine prospects back with 
him. 

Mr. J. R. Dawson recently shipped 
a car of registered cows to Pennsyl- 
vania from Livingston County. Mr. 
Dawson is connected with the Dairy 
Extension Division of Penn State Col- 
lege and several dairymen from East- 
ern Pennsylvania accompanied him. 
These cattle also were selected from 
herds under supervision. 

L. H. Marlatt, Dairy Extension Spec 
ialist from Georgia, and W. C. Lips 
comb, a dairyman from that state, 
spent a few days at Adrian early in 
December and se'ected twenty fine 
grade Holstein cows for Georgia dairy- 
men. They report a tremendous in- 
crease in dairying throughout the 
South and predict that Holsteins will 
be in great demand in their state in 
the near future.

HOLSTEINS MAKE GREAT SHOW- 
ING IN PENNSYLVANIA 


On November 14th, 1920, the Bloom- 
field Sparta Cow Testing Association 
of Crawford County, Pa., ending its 
year work. 

No attempt will be made to name 
the “best” cow. There are two lead- 
ing ones, one owned by Frank Platt 
and the other one owned by Merle 
Ongley. Mr. Platt’s cow is a high 
grade Holstein, aged 5, and fresh Jan. 
4, 1920, two months after the work had 
been started. She was in the test ten 
months. Mr. Ongley’s cow is 
mature grade Holstein, fresh just be- 
fore the work started and in the test 
for twelve months. The records of 
these cows will be noticed in the 
following tabulated form, which is not 
classified, due to the fact that a 
classification would be almost im- 
possible, as some cows’ produced 
more milk and less butterfat than 
others, yet made more profit, while 
others produced both more butterfat 
and milk yet made less profit, due to 
being fed more expensive rations. 

The records of the animals in the 
following table are those that either 
produced 9,000 pounds of milk or more, 
400 pounds of butterfat or more, 
or made $200 profit above cost of feed. 

There were 608 cows tested during 
the year which includes cows that 
were sold before the year’s work end- 
ed, and heifers that freshened after 
the year’s work was started. Fifty- 
eight were sold as being unprofitable, 
and there are many more being kept 
and “boarded” at a decided loss by 
their owners. 

Of the forty-seven herds tested con- 
taining 608 cows, there were thirty- 
six purebred cows and nine purebred 


buils. Thirty-six of the forty-seven 
members in the association have 
silos. Three have milking machines. 


On all the cows tested for one com- 
plete year the average production 
was 6,272 pounds of milk and 251.4 
pounds of butterfat. The average 
cost of feed per cow was $102.16. The 
average profit per cow was $111.64, 
which is only profit above actual cost 
of feed. The net income would be 
very small if labor, investment, de- 
preciation on equipment and numer- 
ous other things such as taxes, losses, 
cost of insurance, and etc., were tak- 
en into consideration, all of which 
govern the cost of producing milk. 

These figures are not given with the 
idea of discouraging anyone in the 


dairying business. However, it would 
seem advisable to keep cows of better 
quality, to study breeding and pro- 
duction and select accordingly, the 
animals of the future herd. It would 
cost no more—less in fact, for surely 
five good cows that produce as much 
as ten poor ones, would take less 
feed, less barn room and less labor 
to care for them. There is a profit in 
the proper kind of dairying and for 
the man who manages and _ studies 
the business. 

It may be of interest to know who 
made the most profit above cost of 
feed on the entire herd. Mr. John 
Obert of Shreve Ridge leads all, his 
herd profit being $2,104.42, which rep- 
resents the profit on thirteen cows. 
Rather an unlucky number, but the 
country would look more presperous 
if we had a few more herds just like 
Mr. Obert’s. 

Frank Platt has the highest aver- 
age per cow of profit above cost of 
feed which is $200.90, and also the 
highest production average which is 
12,029 pounds of milk and 423.5 
pounds butterfat.

FARMERS ACT TO GET NEEDED LEGISLATION 

J. R. Howard, president of the American Farm Bureau 
Federation and Gray Silver, the Washington representative 
of the Federation appeared before the joint committee of 
Agriculture and of Banking and Currency of the United 
States Senate in December and advocated measures em- 
bodying five definite planks in the American Farm Bureau 
Federation’s immediate credit relief program. They are as 
follows: 

Reeu'atory power over farmers’ cooperative marketing 
associations should be in the hands of the United States 
Nepartment of Agriculture rather than the Federal Trade 
Ccmmission. The farmers’ cooperative marketing move- 
ment must not be hindered by the provisions of the Sher-. 
man Law, enacted to control trusts and not with any in- 
tent to curb cooperation for the benefit of the public at 
large. 

The Federal Reserve Bank Act should be amended so 
as to provide preferential rates for loans for productive 
purnoses over loans for speculative purposes. 

The Warehousing Act should be extended so as to serve 
the needs of both individuals and cooperative associations, 
and there should be based upon it a rural credits plan 
which wi'l enable the farmer, individually or collectively, 
to market his crops in an orderly fashion. 

The Federal Land Bank System should be extended to 
provide farmers with personal credit, for such purposes as 
buying improved seed, livestock. machinery and equip- 
ment, on the same general plan as real estate loans are 
now provided. 

As a result of this Washington conference, bills will be

He is best known as the author of 
the Smith-Lever bill, introduced by 
him in the house and senator Hocke 
Smith of Georgia in the senate.

FIRST THOUSAND POUND COW

The championship of South Dakota 
has been won by College Belle Wayne 
2d, by her production of 1025.82 lb. of 
butter in 317 days, this being hez 
record up to the last day of November 
1920, according to the report of her 
work received from the Superintend- 
ent of Advanced Registry. 

College Belle Wayne 2d is a daugh- 
ter of Sir Cornucopia Prince, a former 
herd sire of the South Dakota Agri- 
cultural Col'ege herd and was bred in 
the college herd. As a nine-year-old, 
she made cfficial records of 29.81 Ib. 
butter, 580.2 lb. milk in seven days, 
113.35 Ib. butter, 2748.5 lb. milk in 
thirty days and she was continued on 
long time test, with the result as 
given. She will close her year’s work 
January 18th and it is estimated that 
she will make nearly 1150 lb. butter 
and over 27,800 lb. milk. Her average 
milk production for the month of De- 
cember was 57% lb. milk a day anu 
her official test showed a fat content 
of 3.51 per cent so that she must have 
made well over 60 lb. of fat during 
the last month of 1920, with fifteen 
days to go in January. She becomes 
state champion for both milk and but- 
ter and the first 1000-lb. cow of the 
state. 

College Belle Wayne 2d is now ten 
years old. Some years ago she had 
the misfortune to injure her left mp

HOLSTEIN CATTLE BELGIAN HORSES 
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Readjustment and The Holstein 


By F. B. NICHOLS 


HE readjustment through which 

i agriculture is now going will do 

much to increase the interest in 
dairying. This will be especially true 
with the Holstein breed, which is ev- 
ery day coming to the front in the 
view of the average farmer as an ef- 
ficient producer. There is no place 
in the country where this is being 
shown to a greater extent than in the 
Middle West. The grain and hay 
farmers are coming to see that live- 
stock farming, and especially dairy- 
ing, offers an opportunity for profit- 
able production which is not available 
elsewhere. 

This is especially true around La- 
mar, Colo. In this community a 
branch of one of the leading milk con- 
densing companies was started in 
1913. This did well until the high 
grain and hay prices of the war era 
came along, and then there was some 
tendency away from dairying. Now 
this has stopped, and there is real en- 
thusiasm for milk production again, 
for the farmers have got all of the 
wandering away after strange gods 
which they want. If you don’t read- 
ily see the reason for this just take 
a leok at the market reports and study 
the prices of hay and grain. Produ- 
cers are impressed again with the 
need for a careful planning of farm 
management systems so they will be 
based strictly on livestock production. 


And this is the only real basis, when 
you cometo consider thequestion care- 
fully. Take Mulvane, Kan., for ex- 
ample, where a milk condensary was 
established in 1910. Before that time 
this had been a community of hay and 
grain farmers, and a very large pro- 
portion had been tenants. Now, 
thanks to the Holstein cows and a 
sane system of dairy farming, this 
has all changed—the black and white 
cows and prosperity have gone hand 
in hand. 


Local financial interests contributed 
in a liberal way from the start and 
within three years the company was 
receiving milk from 4,000 cows. It 
now has 850 patrons delivering milk 
from a radius of 15 miles from the 
plant. The daily receipts during the 
spring amounted to about 80,000 Ibs. 
Most of the milk is hauled by regular- 
ly established haulers, all but four us- 
ing motor trucks. Last year the com- 
pany paid out $720,000 for milk alone. 

The development of high class herds 
of purebred dairy cattle in a center 
where dairy interests were so out- 
standing was a natural consequence. 
One of the pioneers was George Apple- 
man of Appleman Brothers. The 
Howard Brothers also might be men- 
tioned as pioneers in the development 
of the dairy interests in this section. 
Mr. Appleman came to Sedwick coun- 
ty expecting to specialize in the grow- 
ing of hogs. He soon found that feed 
for cows was far more certain than 
feed for hogs. His attention was early 
attracted to the wonderful capacity of 
a Holstein cow for converting rough 
feed into milk. From two foundation 
cows and one or two of their daugh- 
ters purchased in 1911 he has built 
up one of the good pedigreed herds 


of the state. From one of these cows 
he has now more than 20 female 
descendants, and 10 or more bulls and 
heifers have been sold. Mr. Apple- 
man was fortunate in the selection of 
his first herd bull, although he sold 
him before he knew his real value. 
“The value of a good bull is well illus- 
trated,” said Mr. Appleman, “in a re- 
port I recently received from a man to 
whom I sold a son of this Segis bull 
four years ago to use on a grade herd; 
every heifer he sired gave more milk 
as a 2-year-old than her mother pro- 
duced as a mature cow.” 


B. R. Gosney, a young man living 
near Mr. Appleman, is building up one 
of the high producing herds of the 
section. He owns the cow first hav- 
ing an official record in the state of 
more than 100 lb. of milk in a day, 
and last year one of his heifers held 
the Kansas senior 2-year-old seven- 
day record. The Gosney herd also has 
made a good record in the show ring. 
His thoroughly modern dairy barn, re- 
cently completed has a complete King 
ventilation system. 


In the Derby neighborhood, 5 miles 
north of Mulvane, several young 
breeders are making good headway in 
building up herds of high productive 
capacity. Joint ownership of a bull 
more valuable than any one 
could own alone is a feature of 
the development in this neighbor- 
hood. C. L. Goodin, O. G. High 
and Ora McKnight now own an aris- 
tocrat of the breed, if there is any- 
thing in Holstein pedigrees. The an- 
nual records of his five nearest dams 
average 23,504 Ib. of milk and 1,096.29 
lb. of butter and there are numerous 
other high official records in his im- 
mediate ancestry. C. L. Goodin now 
has three cows on a 12-month official 
test and five on a 10-month test. For 
convenience he is finishing a test for 
a cow now belonging to C. H. High, 
she has 18,000 Ib. of milk and 700 Ib. of 
butter to her credit in nine months. 
The Goodin farm was originally equip- 
ped for handling beef cattle, but Mr. 
Goodin has a very good dairy barn 
with most of the modern conveniences, 
including electric lights and an elec- 
tric fan to keep the cows and attend- 
ants as cool as possible during milk- 
ing. An electric washing machine is 
on the back porch of the house. Al- 
most every dairyman in this commun- 
ity has an electric light plant, an elec- 
tric washing machine, and most of 
them have milking machines operated 
by electric current. 


The spirit of community progress 
which has gradually been developing 
in the Mulvane section is now being 
promoted by the Mulvane Holstein 
Breeders’ club, of which C. L. Goodin 
is president and Sam Carpenter secre- 
tary-treasurer. This organization has 
30 members. The annual membership 
fee is $5. Its purpose is to further in 
every way possible the interests of 
the Holstein breed in the community 
and enable the members to pool their 


‘resources in carrying out the promo- 


tion plans adopted. 
The future of dairy farming was 
well indicated recently by J. H. Frand- 
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sen, professor of qd 
the University of Nebrani anaty > 
said: “That dairying wij} hold oa 4 
and more important place in the N 
tion’s agriculture there can be 4 
qusettion. Enough data on milk = 
duction has been gathered to 
conclusively that the dairy cow 
duces human food more cheaply than 
any other animal on the farm: furth.

Anna Paul Spofford De Kol No. 
331569 is a cow that while making a 
creditable year record also made 4 
splendid showing as a prize winner. 
In 365 days she produced 701.5 Ibs, of 
butter from 17,964 Ibs. of milk as a 
senior three-year-old. She was milked 
only three times a day most of the 
year. 

She also has to her credit as a 
senior two-year-old 665 Ibs. of butter 
from 16,055 Ibs. of milk, this record 
made in cow testing association work. 
Her three-year-old record is the first 
attempt at long-time official work 
made by her owner, H. K. Vose of the 
Lone Pine Farm, Gurnee, Ill. This 
cow will be again tested at the first 
favorable opportunity. 

Anna was token to the county fair 
in September while she was on her 
year test and there she won first in her 
class. She also won a fine silver cup 
as a special prize for producing dam. 
Her son, Sir Spofford Piebe, was sec- 
ond in his class and her daughter, 
Winnie Spofford Korndyke, was one 
of the animals in the group winning 
first as breeder’s young herd. Anna 
Paul Spofford De Kol is a daughter of 
Fairmont Paul Spofford De Kol.

PRIZE WINNERS AT FLORIDA 
STATE FAIR 


As already mentioned in the World 
the herd of the De Be Stock Farm of 
Jacksonville, Fla., made a clean-up at 
the Florida State Fair. We are unable 
to present a picture of their junior fe- 
male champion, Daisy Vale Colantha 
Wayne, who was the junior champion 
of 1919 and at that time was also the 
first prize junior heifer calf, but here 
are the other three champions. 

Among the prizes won was first in 
the aged bull class on King Beauty 
Vale Veeman No. 223872, a three-year- 
old at the time of showing. The De Be 
Stock Farm won first on junior year- 
ling, first on senior bull calf, second 
on junior bull calf, ‘besides senior and 
junior and both grand championships.

of the animals stayed in their home state, although a number went to Pe 
vania, Massachusetts, Maryland and Kentucky. maayl- 


The top price was $3950, received for the 36-lb. four-year-old, Bonalevo 
Quality Parthenea. Clycola Korndyke, consigned by Dygert Bros., was struck 
off for $3600. Gordon S. Gooderham’s nine months old heifer, May Sylvia Al. 
cartra, brought $2600 and the $1000 mark was crossed eight different times by 
other animals. 

The New York Holstein-Friesian Association gave prizes of $200.00, $100.00 
and $50.00 respectively for the county or district clubs having the best consign. 
ment which was judged on the basis of individuality and condition. At least 
three animals had to be shown from each district and each animal consigned 
from the district had to be shown. R. E. Haeger acted as judge and he awarded 
the first prize to Chemung County, the second to Jefferson County and the third 
to Oneida County. 

The sale was opened at 11:45 by Ward Stevens who spoke on the individ. 
uality shown by the animals and directed attention to the fact that from this 
standpoint alone the animals had been chosen. D. W. McLaury of the New York 
State Department of Animal Industry said that every animal over six months 
of age consigned had been subjected to at least two tuberculin tests by New 
York salaried veterinarians and as far as it was humanly possible to determine, 
every animal in the sale was sound and clean.

News from the Northwest

HARLES W. Bennett of Valley- 
C ranch, four miles south of Ellens- 

‘, the county seat of Kittitas Coun- 
ty, has developed from one bred cow 
purchased from Hollywood farm in 
1915 a little family of seven purebreds 
which forms a very important part of 
his herd of 30 head of Holsteins. Five 
years ago he paid $210 for Hollywood 
Johanna Aaggie, bred to Hollywood 
Spring Brook Palmyra. The ca'f was 
a heifer, and the cow, which has borne 
four heifer calves since, has proveu 
highly profitable. Two of her dauga- 
ters have had a heifer calf each, and 
there has been but one bull, which 
died, so the family circle of today is 
entirely of females. The first calf was 
Illahee Spring Brook Johanna, now 
four years old, and her ca'f, Illahee 
Spring Brook Phoebe, is now a year- 
ling. The second was Illahee Aaggie 
Posch, whose death last summer was 
a considerable loss to Mr. Bennett. 
Her calf, now four months old, Illahee 
Phoebe Posch, was second in her class 
at the Kittitas county fair last fall, 
her owner’s only entry. The third, 
Illahee Johanna Veeman, is now two 
years past; the fourth, Illahee Phoebe 
Aaggie, is a yearling; and the fifth, 
Iliahee Aaggie Veeman, is a three 
months old calf, the ages being those 
given me by the owner at the time 
of the fair. The first calf, as stated, 
was by Hollywood Spring Brook Pal- 
myra. All the others, including the 
granddaughters, are by Hollywood 
Palmyra Phoebe Veeman, a son of 
Hollywood Spring Brook Palmyra and 
Hollywood Phoebe Veeman which 1s 
being used as a herd sire at Valley- 
view ranch. The dam, on three quar- 
ters, made 30.01 lb. in 7 days and 119.- 
24 in 30 days, so the youngsters have 


some good _ record’ backing. The 
foundation cow is only eight years old 
today. . 

Mr. Bennett is a member of the 


Kittitas County Holstein Breeders’ as- 
sociation, and is a skilled agriculturist 
as well as a breeder. He won six blue 
ribbons at the fair on his exhibits of 
corn, grain and fodder, and he is mak- 
ing his 90 acres of irrigated land, his 
100 acres of bunch grass and his 50 
acres of dry farming land produce 
their utmost. His shortage of pas- 
ture compels him to keep 10 head on 
the reserve, however, and he is con- 
templating the sale of his grades. He 
has been in Kittitas county three 
years, having come from a 20-acre 
“ranch” near Issaquah, where his 
brother-in-law, C. W. Peters, formerly 
superintendent at Hollywood, is run- 
ning a grade herd. He thinks the 
price he paid for his first cow is the 
biggest mistake he has made in the 
breeding game, and he believes that 
a man should have more money than 
he had, to put into foundation stock.

County Agent O. T. McWhorter ox 
Washington county, Ore., whom many 
Western Washington breeders knew 
in his work as county agent in Grays 
Harbor county, this state, appears to 
be stirring things up among the dairy- 
men in his new “parish”. Last month 
he was elected secretary of the coun- 
ty Holstein-Friesian breeders’ associa- 


tion, which will send at least a carload 
of black and whites tothe Washington 
county fair and to the Pacific Inter- 
national livestock exposition this fall, 
and this month he announces the sale 


of a large number of Jerseys into 
another county in Oregon, througu 
the respective farm bureaus. Mr. Mc- 


Whorter accomplished a great deal in 
Grays Harbor county toward building 
up the livestock industry there 
through the intrcduction by farm bu- 
reau members of purebred cattle, both 
male and female, and apparently he 
has made a good start in similar work 
in Washington county. He is enthu- 
siastic about his new field, which he 
says has the finest kind of soil and a 
large number of purebred cattle that 
lack only publicity to make the county 
famous. There are about 300 head 
of Holsteins in the county, but the 
breed has suffered there as elsewheze 
by lack of cooperation among its best 


friends. By combining to show their 
best individuals under one banner 


next fall they have gone a long way 
toward better understanding of each 
other and wider advertising of their 
splendid resources in the purebred 
line. Apparently there is something 
about being on the show circuit to- 
gether that makes for the best kind 
of fellowship. 
x * * 

The cynosure of all Washington 
Holstein breeders’ eyes this month is 
President D. D. Aitken of the National 
association, who arrived in Spokane 
January 8, was entertained there and 
at Walla Walla on the following Mon- 
day and Tuesday, reached the Yakima 
valley Wednesday for a visit to both 
the “lower” and the “upper” valleys 
and to Kittitas county, and expected 
to spend at least 10 days on the west 
side of the Cascades, where the Hol- 
stein strength of the state is concen- 
trated.

In the junior 2-year-old class, the World’s Champion for 
milk ranks first and the World’s Butter Champion second 
for combined milk and butter production, which is the only 
class where the two World’s champions stand first and 
second for combined production except the senior 2-year- 
old class where the two leaders are tied. Miss Aaggie Acme 
Burke is first for milk and third for butter and her nearest 
competitor for combined honors is Finderne Mutual Fayne, 
first for butter and 7th for milk. Count has daughters in 
third and fifth places and King Hengerveld Aaggie Fayne 
and Lothian King De Kol Korndyke both appear here as 
sires for the second time. 

It might be of interest to note how the different states 
are represented in the matter of leaders for combined milk 
and butter and the following table brings out this informa- 
tion in tabular form.

Solomon Hoxie — The Father of the 
Advanced Registry 


(Continued from page 22) 


Like many great ideas, this one of advanced registra 
tion is a simple one. It is merely this: that, while i, 
pedigree registry purity of blood alone is required, in ad. 
vanced registry an animal must also show especial individ. 
ual merit as well as pure breeding in order to be promoted 
and entered in the main or advanced registry. In other 
words animals advance to it from a pedigree registry by 
special excellence and by such means only are eligible to 
enter it. 

Thus began a system which has made possible a 
science of cattle breeding. At first, Mr. Hoxie placed 
great faith in what was known as the escutcheon theory 
and much attention was given to the escutcheon, udder 
and milk veins, as well as to the milk and butter records 
in accepting or rejecting animals for advanced registry. 
Later, after more study and more observation, he modified 
his system, abandoring to some extent the escutcheon 
theory and substituting descriptions and a system of 
measurements devised by himself. Especially made in. 
struments planned by Mr. Hoxie, were required in securing 
these measurements. After a time these also were given up 
much to his regret, animals being accepted on records 


alone. 


In a recent work,* containing a history of Holstein- 
Friesian cattle, we find these words: 

“The significant history of this breed in America cen- 
ters almost entirely about the establishment and main- 
tenance of a system of Advanced Registration. The Ad- 
vanced Registry was originated by Solomon Hoxie while 
secretary of the Dutch-Friesian Association. The necessity 
for it was suggested to him by the fact that many cattle of 
doubtful merit and unknown breeding were being entered 
in the Holstein Herd Book. There was need of recognized 
intrinsic standards of merit to serve as guides in breeding 
and selection. Accordingly he induced the Dutch-Friesian 
Association to maintain an Advanced Register in which cat- 
tle should be entered only in case of special merit, deter- 
mined for bulls by means of an official scale of points, and 
in the case of cows by an additional scale of productive 
ness. While there was much early opposition to the Ad 
vanced Register, it has abundantly demonstrated its value. 
Since about 1894 it has been recognized as the chief 
means for the advancement of the interests of the Associa- 
tion and its members, and its essential principles have been 
adopted by other breeders’ organizations both in Europe 
and America.” 


During recent years there has been a tendency 
to discount the credit due Mr. Hoxie for the .

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Four volumes of Herd Books containing the advanced as 
well as the pedigree registry were compiled and edited by 
Mr. Hoxie, without assistance, during the six years in 
which he acted as secretary of the Dutch-Friesian Associa- 
tion. Throughout this period, the rules of the Advanced 
Registry remained, with slight alterations, the same as 
when they were first formulated by him. These were years 
of increasing struggle and tremendous effort. Lack of the 
necessary funds for the carrying forward of this work was 
only one of many deterrents. His idea met with great oppo- 
sition. He stood practically alone, with little encourage- 
ment or sympathy and he was obliged to carry on all the 
details of his system, unaided and unsustained. He did 
most of the examining and testing of animals which were 
entered in this register himself. He spent lavishly of his 
time and energy, while receiving the most meagre of mcne- 
tary compensations, but he was sure that he had a great 
idea, one that would benefit mankind, and his purpose never 
faltered. He marched breast forward in face of all dis- 
couragement and opposition. Nearly thirty years after- 
wards Mr. Hoxie says, in a letter to a friend, apropos of the 
early opposition and lack of support and the later lack of 
reward and appreciation which were his portion: 

“Nevertheless, in spite of all this, I do not and will not 
complain. I am happy in the consciousness of my great 
work for the world. Everywhere that dairy cattle breeds 
are appreciated the principles of the system I invented are 
prevailing.” 

Mr. Hoxie’s work received more immediate recognition 
abroad than it did in his own country. In May, 1885, he 
was elected an honorary member of the Friesian Herd 
Book Association of The Netherlands. From this time to 
the day of his death his name headed the list of Honorary 
Leaders of this “Friesch Rundvee-Stamboek.” He was the 
only American thus honored. 

A union of the two associations was at last effected in 
1885, under the name Holstein-Friesian Association. The 
former Holstein breeders agreed to adopt Mr. Hoxie’s orig- 
inal conception, the Advanced Registry, as a part of their 
registration system, Mr. Hoxie to be superintendent of this 
department of the new organization. 

It might seem that at last a sort of haven had been 
reached and that Mr. Hoxie might now somewhat slacken 
his labors. Not so however. Not even a brief respite was 
his, for the battle for Advanced Registry was not yet won. 
In face of the fact that the ten years previous to this union 
had been years of intense struggle and activity, he must 
now work with renewed energy. He must redouble his 
efforts to establish his system upon such a firm basis that 
it would become a permanent institution, impossible to 
annihilate under any circumstances. He felt that he must 
work and write and lecture and argue and demonstrate 
until every member of this new association saw the vision 
that he himself saw—Holstein-Friesian cattle, because of 
Advanced Registry, making fabulous milk and butter rec- 
ords; Holstein-Friesian cattle, because of Advanced Regis- 
try, brought to the highest degree of perfection and efficien- 
cy that was possible with any breed; Holstein-Friesian 
cattle of America, as a result of Advanced Registry, im- 
ported back into North Holland by breeders there because 
of their superiority over those bred in that country; Hol- 
stein-Friesian cattle, because of Advanced Registry, lead- 
ing the pure breeds of the whole world! 

Thus he, through his superintendency, carried on a con- 
stant propaganda. His correspondence was large. He lec- 
tured and wrote voluminously, endeavoring to put his vision 
before the Holstein-Friesian public, in the face of much 
active opposition from many of its members and indiffer- 
ence on the part of the great majority of them. As early 
as June, 1886, an effort was made at a meeting of the board 
of officers of the Holstein-Friesian Association. to cripple 
and discourage the development of Advanced Registry by 
changing its name. This proposition, however, was voted 
down. About a year after the union of the two associa- 
tions, and before the second meeting of the new oreaniza- 
tion, and before the first volume of the Advanced Register 
of the Holstein-Friesian Association had been published, a 
movement was set on foot by two prominent members of 
the old Holstein Association to overthrow the Advanced 
Register. without giving it a trial, as the new organization 
had faithfully promised to do. These two members is- 
sued a namphliet and a circular letter attacking the Ad- 
vanced Registry system and soliciting proxies for its defeat 
at the second annual meeting of the Holstein-Friesian As- 
sociation. A friend to Mr. Hoxie and his system sent him 
copies of these documents. about a month previous to the 
annual meeting, which called forth the following circular 
letter from his pen. 
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“To members of the Holstein-Friesian 880ciation 
America: " a 
“Dear sirs: 

“As I am busily engaged on the closin 
first volume of this Registry, a friend send 
a pamphlet recently issued by Mr. and al 
circular letter from Mr. both attacking the ath 
of Advanced Registry of this Association, and both solic 
ing proxies for its overthrow at the next annual mee . 

“Presuming that these documents have been gene 
sent to members of the Association, it becomes my duty to 
issue this circular letter, briefly reviewing the position 4. 
en by these gentlemen, and kindly asking, as an act of 
justice, that you reserve your verdict until you have ap 
opportunity of seeing the first volume, which I hope to send 
you early in March. 


“I am astonished that two prominent officers of the 
Association should have attacked the work, before they 
had an opportunity of judging of its merits and before the 
First Volume was commenced, after agreeing to give it s 
fair trial. And one of them, at least, was, with others, in. 
strumental in formulating rules for its government. 

“The principal points attempted to be made by both these 
gentlemen are: 

“1. The Advanced Register tends to create a monopoly 
of wealthy breeders.” 

“This is not only untrue, but the opposite is true. Large 
breeders, having a large amount of money invested in this 
breed, tind it to their interest to advertise liberally, and, 
in consequence, have facilities for bringing their herds and 
their records to the notice of the public that small breeders 
do not have. Journals in all parts of the country are glad 
to publish descriptions of their beautiful cattle, their noted 
milk and butter strains and their wonderful performances, 
They can afford to do so for the liberal advertising patron. 
age they receive from these breeders. Thus the herds of 
large breeders become known through the length 
and breadth of the land and their wonderful pro 
duction is upon every man’s tongue. Not so with the 
small breeders. They have perhaps, just as worthy 
or superior animals, but, not being patrons of the 
public press, they can expect no favors of this 
kind. In this respect large breeders have a mon 
opoly, as large interests always have in all kinds of bust 
ness. But in this work is present a medium, tending ina 
great measure, to counteract this monopoly and to bring to 
public notice the marvelous performance: of this breed, 
where every breeder’s animals meet on a common level, Ex 
tended pedigree, beauty of form, condition, aristocracy 
without merit. have no influence here, but every cow rests 
on her own individual performances, without regard to fam- 
ily connections. Here the merits of the small breeder’s cat 
tle are as impartially set fortn as those of the large breed- 
ers, and he not only has the advantage of the records made 
by his own animals but all the records contained in the 
work enhance the value of the breed directly, and of bis 
own cattle indirectly. The expense of registration is not 
beyond the means of any one who can afford to invest in 
this breed of cattle, and, no matter how small his invest: 
ment, he can well afford to register his animals for the 
enhanced value it gives them. It is worth what it costs 
for his own satisfaction in testing the comparative merits 
of his animals. A fee of three dollars, the extra time and 
trouble to make a seven days’ butter test, or two ten days 
milk tests, eight months apart, the inspector’s traveling &r 
penses; surely, who cannot afford this who has any interest 
whatever in the Holstein-Friesian breed? 

“2 The next point is that it creates an aristocracy that 
is prejudicial to the general interests of the breed. 

“This would be the case if it attempted to build ° 
strains or families of cattle on a fictitious basis, withou 
actual performance as a foundation upon which to sa 
artistocracy (if you choose to call it so); but this is a 
aristocracy, not ruled by the power of lineage, where er it 
actual superiority, constitute an artistocracy that f= 
the entire breed upon a higher plane of usefulness 
popularity. Advanced Registry establishes no aris 
but that based on actual merit. avanced 

“] will glance briefly at the secondary points a 
by these gentlemen: ‘ 

“First, that Advanced Registry is not within the prov 
ince of our Association: 

“Let the Charter answer. It reads: ‘For the aire 
of improving the breed and for ascertaining, P to thelt 
disseminating all useful information and facts as 0 
pedigrees and desirable qualities and the dis 
characteristics of the best specimens.’ 

“Second, that it is a mass of undigested facts.

“These are just the facts wanted; facts that those seek- 
ing information concerning the breed can assimilate and 
digest, free from any extraneous matter to prejudice or in- 
fluence them. And as this work progresses these facts will 
become so thoroughly digested that all interested in dairy 
cattle will have to acknowledge that, for general dairy 
purposes, combining more perfectly, size, form, milk, butter, 
cheese and beef qualities, than any others, the Holstein- 
Friesians are without an equal. 

“Third, that it is designed to create a boom. 

“Breeders need never fear the creation of booms on the 
basis of merit. Such booms are permanent and will never 
injure the interests of the breed. Booms on a fictitious 
basis alone operate disastrously. 

“Fourth, that it disregards physical form and appear- 
ance. 

“This statement will have no weight with you after you 
have seen this work. It really krings vigor of constitution 
into special prominence; on almost every page the fact 
will be impressed upon you that this is the basis of suc- 
cessful breeding. 

“Fifth, that the records are based upon third or fourth 
handed statements. 

“If you will examine the rules which govern this work 
you will see that this is a misrepresentation. 

Everyone in any‘way connected with making a record is 
required to make an affidavit to it, including the owner in 
every case. The evidence required to authenticate these 
records is considered competent in all business and judicial 
transactions. Can more be asked to establish the authen- 
ticity of records made by the intelligent and reputable 
breeders of Holstein-Friesian cattle than is required of the 
world at large in the transaction of all kinds of business, 
involving claims for large amounts, as well as affecting the 
honor and happiness of every citizen? Besides this the 
Examiner must be convinced, from the appearance of the 
animal, that she is capable of making the record, and, in 
case of any doubt, the Superintendent is required to order 
an actual test, under the personal charge of the Inspector, 
for any length of time he may deem necessary. The largest 
records received for the fizst volume have thus been sub- 
stantiated by one of the Inspectors. 

“Sixth, that Mr. Hoxie has repeatedly said that only one 
in ten were fit for registry in this system. 

“T have no recollection of making such a statement. I 
have repeatedly said ‘that not one in ten of the cattle of 
the Netherlands was fit for registry in any herd book.’ This 
is probably the statement that Mr. refers to; and 
I stand by it, and I think that every candid man who has 
studied the cattle of the country will agree with me. 


“Mr. ——-—— [referring to the author of the pamphlet] 
is a natural foe of Advanced Registry, but I am bound to 
exercise the same charity toward him that he bestows upon 


me. He doubtless has the true interests of the breed at 
heart. as he sees them. 

“Mr. ————— [referring to the author of the circular 
letter] was one of the committee who signed the compact 
that resulted in the formation of the Holstein-Friesian 
Association, and is doubly bound to allow Advanced Regis- 
try a fair trial before attempting its overthrow. 

“I quote briefly from his language in private session 
of the Holstein Association when it met to consider the 
question of union with the Dutch-Friesian Association. 
(See Vol. 9, page 121, H. H. B.) 

“The secretary reads: ‘That the new Association es- 
tablish a thorough system of Advanced Registration.’ 


“(A member said): ‘If that does not commit us I don’t 
understand the English language.’ 

“Mr. —————— ‘As to that recommendation of the con- 
ference committee, I think the position might as well be 


stated plainly. Unless the Association sees fit to adopt the 
resolution recommended by the Joint Committee to try the 
Advanced Registry system, we might as well adjourn now 
and have no more words about it. The Dutch-Friesian Asso- 
ciation will not come in unless we agree to try the Ad- 
vanced Registry?’ 

“How has he and a combination, of which he is one of 
the leaders, fulfilled the terms of the compact that he so 
plainly acknowledges? From the first they have sought to 
weaken Advanced Registry by changing its name and 
character, and have done all they could to defer its pub- 
lication, and now, before the breeders have a chance to 
see the first volume, are soliciting proxies for its over- 
throw! Is this keeping good faith? 

“Whatever arguments these gentlemen [of the pamphlet 
and circular letter] present, neither of them does or can 
refute the all important fact that the tendency of Advanced 
Registry will be to encourage careful and accurate tests, 
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without which, the true merits or value of animal or breeg 
can never be definitely known or duly appreciated. With. 
out these tests, where would the breeed have been today 
and where will it be in a few years, if the Holstein-Friesian 
Association, through its officers, persists in discouraging 
such tests and in throwing discredit on them? Every 
breeder who has a Holstein-Friesian animal has been bene. 
fited and the value of his stock greatly increased by these 
records. Every attempt made to discourage such records 
tends to depreciate the value of all animals of the breed 
The object and tendency of this work, is to encourage such 
tests on a systematic, uniform plan, and authenticate the 
same by evidence which would establish the accuracy of 
the same in any court of justice. Had it not been for the 
records (particularly butter records) that have actually 
been made, and the prizes won by Holstein-Friesian butter 
in competition with Jersey and that of other breeds, what 
conception would the public have of the possibilities of the 
preed? What else has brought the advocates of all other 
dairy breeds to admit freely that our cattle surpass all 
other breeds for milk production? What but our butter 
records, carefully made and well authenticated, could have 
opened the eyes of Jersey breeders so that they could see 
in Holstin-Friesian milk something besides water with « 
little caseine? 

“Is there a man on this continent who owns Holstein 
Friesians today and wishes to sell animals that are in any 
way connected with those of breeders who have made rec- 
ords, who will not take advantage of those records every 
time he recommends an animal to a purchaser? Examine 
the catalogues of any breeder in America or the catalogues 
of those who have had auction sales, and, if you can find 
an animal in those catalogues that has one per cent of the 
blood of any animal in any breeder’s herd that has made a 
record, that record will be given. These men are not willing 
that the Association should encourage the making of rec- 
ords by authenticating and preserving them, but they will 
upon every opportunity, sell their cattle upon these records, 
thus taking advantage of the records made by others, that 
they, upon all occasions, try to depreciate and render 
valueless. 

“The friends of Advanced Registry have no selfish in- 
terests to consider, but they are in earnest for they believe 
that the principle is vital to the future interest of the 
breed, and they will use all honorable means to foster and 
continue it in operation, until it is shown not to be for the 
best interests of the breed, when they will be the first ones 
to advocate its discontinuance. Until then, I ask you to con- 
sider the matter and weigh all the facts, pro and con, and 
not be influenced by appeals to prejudice and individual 
self-interest, but place above that the interests of all, which 
are mutual, to further develop this unrivalled breed of cat- 
tle. 

“By all means try to attend the meeting, I inclose a 
blank proxy. In case you are unable to attend, decide the 
case upon its actual merits and send your proxy to some 
one who you are sure will carry out your views. 

“S. Hoxie, Superintendent of Advanced Registry.” 
“Whitesboro, N. Y., Feb. 24th, 1887.” 

Shortly after this letter, issued by Mr. Hoxie, and just 
previous to the second meeting of the new association, an- 
other letter, was issued by four prominent members of the 
old Holstein Association, condemning the attack on Ad- 
vanced Registry. This letter said in part: 

“We, the undersigned, all members of the committee 
appointed by the former Holstein Association of America, 
to confer with a like committee,from the former Dutch- 
Friesian Association, to recommend terms and conditions 
of the union which formed the present Holstein-Friesian 
Association, feel impelled by a sense of honor to appeal to 
our fellow members to fulfill and carry out in good faith 
and honorably all the conditions of that union. 

“The Dutch-Friesian Association was smaller, and, in 
point of members, the weaker of the two bodies. In the 


consolidation it was evident to all that the weaker element | 


must throw itself entirely upon the honor, fairness and 
sense of justice, of the stronger. 

“The one condition which the Dutch-Friesian Associa- 
tion insisted on, and without which there could be no union, 
was the establishment of an Advanced Registry. 

“This was thoroughly discussed and fully understood 
and agreed to by every member of the committee of both 
Associations. The report of the committee was thoroughly 
and fully discussed, pro and con, by the Holstein Associa- 
tion. It was plainly stated and fully understood by evéry 
member present that a union could be effected only on the 
agreement that an Advanced Registry should be estab- 
lished and given a fair trial. Some members opposed the 
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by-law which provided such a registry, but after full dis- 
cussion, the by-laws, as a whole, including the one which 
provided for such a registry, were adopted without a dis- 
senting vote. The same by-laws were again unanimously 
adopted by the consolidated Association. 

“It was fully understood by all members present that 
this system was to he given a fair trial—a thorough test. 
Has this been done? rave we in good faith fulfilled this 
part of our solemn obligation? At the first Annual meeting 
of the united Association, only a few months after the 
adoption of the necessary rules governing those who had 
this work in charge, and when the books had hardly been 
opened for registry, a movement was made in the board 
of officers, intended to cripple and destroy the efficiency of 
this work and thus evade the original agreement and un- 
derstanding. Failing in this first attempt, a second was 
made at a special meeting of the board, called for what— 
if not for the express purpose of destroying this work? 

“A third and more determined effort is now being made 
to abolish this work, before the first volume has been pub- 
lished, before any one has had an opportunity to judge of 
its merits or value, before anyone will pretend to say that 
it has had a fair trial. Circulars and letters have been free- 
ly distributed belittling this work, condemning it before 
it has been seen, without knowing the number of animals 
recorded therein, without any consideration of the obliga- 
tion the Association is under to the forty different mem- 
bers, both small and large breeders who have paid their 
money under the rules to have their animals recorded in 
this work. These circulars actually misrepresent the facts; 
they appeal to the prejudice, the passions and not to the 
judgment, reason or honor ef the members. They attempt 
to array one class of breeders against another and thus 
create discord and strife in the Association which is detri- 
mental to its best interests, impairs its usefulness, lowers 
its standard and weakens its influence among kindred as- 
sociations and in the estimate of the public. 

“The interests of all members and of breeders are 
mutual, the success of each contributes to the prosperity of 
the whole. Every good record made by any cow of the 
breed adds to the value of every animal of the breed. Our 
interests are mutual and cannot be separated. To create a 
division in our Association, to destroy confidence and pre- 
vent hearty co-operation among its members, is to check 
the growth and prosperity of the breed, to shake the con- 
fidence of the public, to reduce the value of our cattle and 
depreciate in the estimation of the public the best breed of 
cattle the world has produced. 

“Our Association, as such, has done but little—very lit- 
tle—to encourage the development of the breed. What has 
been done to raise the standard of excellence, to elevate 
the breed to its present high standard in public estimation. 
has been accomplished by individual enterprise. But for 
these individual efforts where would the breed have been 
today? What would be the present value of our cows, and 
where will we look for a demand for these cattle in tha 
near future, if every attempt at the development of the 
breed is to be throttled in its incipiency, if discredit is to 
be thrown upon the best efforts of those who have made 
the breed what it is, if every attempt to encourage and 
thoroughly establish records is defeated, as is the object 
effort and design of those who are distributing these mis 
leading circulars? 

“The Advanced Registry, although the first volume is 
not yet given to the public, has, in our judgment, done more 
to develop the butter qualities of the breed than the parent 
Association has done during the whole period of its 
existence. Consider thet over one hundred and fifty cows, 
hearly half the number recorded therein, have been ad- 
mitted to this first volume on their butter records, the 
standard being higher than that established by any other 
breed. Shall we, through prejudice, abolish or cripple such 
a work without seeing it—without studying its effect upon 
the future of the breed? 


‘ 4 . . . . 
‘We are not surprised—in fact, it is to be expected— : 


that such shrewd and designing circulars would naturally 
put into the hands of their authors the proxies of those 
who have not given this subject full and careful considera- 
tion in all its bearings, those who did not understand the 
votans made at the time of the union of the two Associa- 
pened and the obligation which we were in honor bound to 
= - We do not—we cannot—believe that there is any 
= ” number of our Association who will knowingly, will- 
eo na their influence, or allow their proxies to be used, 
ntorce a breach of faith on the part of our honored and 
onorable Association. 
si As members of the committee who labored faithfully to 
ng about the union of the two Associations, having per- 
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sonally assured our new friends that they could depend 
upon the conditions of the union being faithfully fulfilled, 
we feel deeply on this subject. 

“Therefore we feel justified in appealing to each and 
every member of the Holstein-Friesian Association, in the 
name of justice, of harmony, of honor, in behalf of the 
rights of those who in good faith placed themselves in our 
hands, in behalf of the good name and honor of our old 
Association, to see to it that our obligations and agree- 
ments as members of our organization—as men—are faith- 
fully and honorably fulfilled.” 

It is needless to say that, at the annual meeting, con- 
vened soon after the appearance of these two letters, the 
movement to overthrow the system of Advanced Registry 
was defeated.

vember in the Macoupin County, 
Illinois, Cow Testing Association, 
Twenty-four herds were tested, rep 
resenting 305 cows.

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CONDENSED MILK MARKET 


The U. S. Department of Agricul- 
ture report on the condensed and 
evaporated milk market during 
December 1920 really gives the No- 
yember reports of the various manu- 
facturing and exporting concerns re- 
ceived during the month of December 
and correlated. Cuba, Germany and 
the United kingdom and British India 
were the only countries taking over 
half a million pounds of condensed 
milk during the month, Cuba taking 
3,407,457 Ibs., Germany over a million, 
the United kingdom more than five 
million and British India 6,140,000. 
The only country taking over a mil- 
lion pounds of evaporated milk was 
Belgium taking 1,102,936 Ibs., the 
United Kingdom being the only other 
country taking over a half a million, 
their quota being 789,211 Ibs. 

The slump in the export shipments 
is attributed to the rate of exchange 
prevailing between the United States 
and most foreign countries and to the 
limiting of extension of credit to job- 
bers and wholesale dealers. It has 
tended to restrict purchases to smaller 
quantities. 

Several large exporters of con- 
densed and evaporated milk report 
an 80% decrease in their export ship- 
ments during the month of November. 
Stocks of condensed and evaporated 
milk held in warehouses and factories 
decreased somewhat during’ the 
month, but there was in increase in 
the unsold stock of bulk condensed 
milk. 


There has been indications that 
French and German customers will ap- 
pear on the scene in the near future, 
as many inquiries have been received 
and aS soon as exchange shows a 
tendency to get back to normal, ex- 
ports to these and other countries are 
expected to increase. 


PENNSYLVANIA TREATMENT OF 
ABORTION AND STERILITY 


The Pennsylvania Bureau of Ani- 
mal Industry is making an energetic 
effort to stamp out sterility and abor- 
tion in Pennsylvania using the Al- 
brechtsen (douche) treatment which 
was inaugurated in that state in 1916. 


The first herds treated were those 
of the state institutions which were 
uder the control of the Pennsylva- 
hia Bureau of Animal Industry, as far 
as infections or dangerous disease. 
are concerned. The results obtained 
were so satisfactory that the state bu- 
teau decided to recommend the treat- 
ment. Arrangements were made for 
demonstrating the treatment to prac- 
ticing veterinarians. The state does 
aot treat privately owned herds, but 
sama its activities to studying the

bating it, and to demonstration work.

po nimals in 34 herds tested. There 
© 980 treatments administered or 
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an average of two to three treatments 
for each animal. In 212 cases, the an- 
imals completely recovered. Twenty- 
nine were pronounced sterile and own- 
ers advised to slaughter them. Twelve 
aborted subsequent to treatment. Of 
127 on the records, a number were sold 
and they were unable to give a report 
on the remainder for different causes. 
In 1919 there were 103 herds exam- 
ined for abortion and sterility disease, 
of which 965 animals required treat- 
ment. There were 1697 treatments 
administered to these animals. 
Herd owners when desiring assist- 
ance apply to the Bureau and desig- 
nate their own veterinarian. A date 
for demonstrating the treatment is ar- 
ranged unless the veterinarian has 


already received instruction. About 75 
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per cent of all sterile animals treated 
conceive when bred. 

The work is of great importance not 
only to the breeders of Pennsylvania, 
but also to the entire country. Many 
breeders believe that abortion and 
sterility, which are forms of the same 
disease, are the greatest scourge of 
the cattle raising industry, and it is 
to be hoped that the treatment will 
prove a complete success and will be 
adopted in all states unless something 
better is found.

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FEEDING QUERIES ANSWERED 
BY SAVAGE 

An Indiana subscriber sends us the 
following questions concerning his 
feeding problems, which are answered 
by Professor E. S. Savage of Cornel 
University: 

The Questions 

1. What are the proper feeds for 
raising calves? 

2. How shall I feed heifers from 
breeding time to calving time? 

3- What shall I feed to develop ud. 
der tissue? 

4. What proportion of feeds shall 
I give milk cows when feeds available 
consist of corn oats and mixed hays? 

Answers by Prof. Savage : 

1. The best way to raise good 
calves is to put them on Holstein- 
Friesian nurse cows. Two beautiful 
calves can be raised by one cow to 
five months of age. With a good pro- 
ducing cow three calves may be 
nursed. The nurse cow’s milk should 
be supplemented after three weeks, 
or as soon as they will eat it, with all 
of the following mixtures that the 
calves will eat, fed dry. This will 
mean that the calves shall have a pen 
to run into, into which the cow can- 
not go, to get their grain and hay. The 
dry grain mixture I advise for calves 
is 

30 lbs. wheat bran 

30 lbs. ground oats 

30 Ibs. corn meal 

10 lbs. oil meal. 

After the calves are five or six 
months old they should grow well on 
this mixture alone with good hay and 
silage without milk. 

A modification of the above method 
is to feed whole Holstein milk from 
the pail in the same general way, in- 
stead of letting the calves suck a 
nurse cow. 

Again very fine calves can be raised 


on skimmed milk after the first three - 


weeks. Take a week or ten days to 
change from whole milk to skimmed 
milk. 

Use the grain mixture suggested 
above for these skimmed milk calves 
or when the whole milk is pail fed. 
Feed all the dry grain they will eat 
up clean. Second cutting clover or 
alfalfa hay is in my estimation the 
best hay for calves. 

In case you wish to attempt — 
raise calves with a minimum of milk. 
I suggest you use a commercial calf 
meal having a formula similar to the 
following: 

350 Ibs. old process oil meal. 

300 Ibs. reground barley 

400 lbs. red dog flour 

250 lbs. oat flour 

240 lbs. blood flour 

400 lbs. corn meal 

20 lbs. salt 


to 


20 Ibs. precipitated calcium carbon- 


ate 
20 Ibs. precipitated bone meal. 

Mix one pound of calf meal with 
five pounds of water and use the same 
as you would skimmed milk. = 
one pint of whole milk to each calf 
at each feeding with the necessary 
amount of gruel and use the dry mix: 
ture of grain and the hay as above 
suggested. I suggest that you use 
water at about 145 degrees Fahren- 


heit for making the gruel and a 
up one feeding ahead for the rue 


feeding, that is, mix up enough &

in the morning and enough for morn- 
ing when you feed at night, ete. Warm 
up all milk and gruel that is hand 
fed to 100 degrees Fahrenheit before 
ing. 

- We feed our heifers from six 
months of age to calving time the 
above mixture of grain. We feel that 
four to six pounds per day is enough 
grain to grow the heifers out well and 
we feed again on pasture. If the 
heifer is going to be tried for a record 
after her first calf the amount of 
grain during the last of the gestation 
period is increased in order to fatten 
her up and usually during the latter 
part of the period the mixture is 
changed by increasing the oil meal 
to 

100 Ibs. wheat bran 

100 Ibs. corn meal or hominy 

100 lbs. ground oats 

100 Ibs. oil meal. 

3. I know of no feeds particularly 
useful in developing udder tissue. I 
believe that milking capacity is hered- 
itary and if it is there, it will de- 
velop if the heifer is properly grown 
and properly fed out. 

I cannot recommend any more 
specific mixtures for developing udder 
tissue than those given above. 

In example of what such mixtures 
will do. { will say that I have been 
familiar with the growing from birth 
of the several thirty pound cows de- 
veloped at Cornell University includ- 
ing the world’s record cow, Glista 
Ernestine, and the calf and heifer 
mixtures given above have been the 
hicwing mixtures used. 

4. I do not believe you can get 
the proper economical milk produc- 
tion on corn, oats and mixed hay 
alone. First of all I believe that pro- 
fitable milk production demands a 
silo. In case you have only mixed 
hay to feed for reavhage, T reecm- 
mend for the present at current prices 
the following mixture. 

300 Ibs. ground oats 

200 Ibs. greund corn 

300 Ibs. cottonseed meal 

200 Ibs. oil meal.
